The Peach Worji.—D r. Stoll lias fur 
nisliod us, in the Plough Boy, with a descrip 
tion ol the liahils of tho insect which attacks 
Hie peach tree, abosl the surface ol ihe ;M'uund, 
and often fatally. 'I’lio egg ia deposited liy u 
largo fly, in July, which pierces the outer 
bark until checked by the coidol winter. Its 
presence is indicated by the giiin wliicli ex 
udes near or at the surface of the gruiitid. The 
worm resumes its depredations in the spring, 
and emerges a perfect insect, late in June, or 
early in July. The doctor’s remedy is, to pul 
ashes about the collar, or lower part of the 
stock, and piirli'cularly in (be spring. The 
worm is then below the surface, and the rain 
which perforates through the ashes, becomes 1 
ley, which settling inlothe worm hole,destroys 
Ihe insect. Whatever provonli the eggs be¬ 
ing dejiositcd near (ho surface, as covering Ihe 
lower part ol the slock with straw in Ihe 
spring, so that the Irosls ol winter may destroy 
the insects ere they penetrate the ground—or 
wlintovcr will destroy the worm when under 
Ihc ground, as the alkali, eshes, &c. will pre 
serve (he peach tree froiu the depredations of 
Ihe insects.—Cullivnlor.
